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STUDENTS 9 COUNCIL 
REJECTS REFERENDUM

At Its Wednesday meeting 
Council voted against holding a 
referendum on whether McGIII 
should Join ANEQ, the Quebec 
student union. The 25-member 
governing body also voted to 
loin RAEU (the Regroupement 
des Association Etudiants Uni- 
versitaires). 

VP External Ted Claxton pre- 
sented a position paper recom- 
mending that Students' Society 
not join ANEQ because Its 
policy Is largely determined by 
Its CEGEP members. (28 of 
ANEQ's 35 members are 
CEGEPs.) According to Clax- 
ton's paper, the CEGEPs "have 
shown a tendency to favour 
dogmatic and often unrealistic 
poljcies . . . such as the 
recently abandoned' campaign 
for free tuition." . 

Student observers at the 
meeting who supported Mc- 
Gill's joining ANEQ called fora 
referendum on the question 
because "students should make 
the decision, not Students' 
Council." Observers felt that a 
referendum would allow stu- 
dents to learn more about 



ANEQ by fostering a campus- 
wide debate. 

Several councillors said they 
did not support a referendum 
on ANEQ because "It Is Coun- 
cil's right to make such a 
decision., Councillors are duly 
elected ' democratically, . we 
aren't usurping power from 

" anyone." Several councillors 
felt council's decision would be 
more "representative of the 
wishes of students" than a 
referendum would, because 

■ turnouts for référendums are 
traditionally low and, according 
to club rep to Council Terry 
Robln3on. the "pro-ANEQ stu- 
dents could push It through". 

- Law rep Nell Wiener" then 
proposed that the referendum 
could be held in conjunction 
with the presidential elections 
next spring, and that the 
results of the referendum 
should not be binding on 

-Council. According to Wiener, 
ANEQ Is In a state of, flux and 
such a referendum would allow 
for full debate. 

Student observers were an- 
noyed by the proposal to make 
the referendum non-binding, 
calling It "a referendum that Is 



not a referendum." The stu- 
dents also - advised against 
waiting for the spring to hold 
the referendum because "Mc- 
Glll would effectively be with- 
out a voice in the Quebec 
student movement for another 
year." 

Engineering rep Phil Millette 
urged councillors to vote for 
the non-blndlng referendum, 
saying: "I don't want outsiders 
to think this important decision 
was made by a small, select 
group." 

Council then voted against 
holding a referendum on mem- 
bership In ANEQ. 

Council next voted to join 
RAEU and the Association of 
College Unions International, a 
service-oriented association. 

In other business, Nominat- 
ing Committee Chairperson 
Gary Baiter was reprimanded 
by Individual councillors for not 
having yet selected an Om- 
budsperson. -Because Council 
must ratify the Committee's 
choice, students are effectively 
without help in cutting through 
StudSoc and university red tape 
until Council meets again In 
November.

DRAPEAU: 



'ITS UP TO 
THE VOTERS'

"It is up to the voters to say If . 
my definition of democracy is 
good or not," according to 
Incumbent mayoralty candidate 
Jean Drapeau. 

Speaking publicly at Jean de 
Brébeuf College for the first 
time since he announced his 
candidacy, Drapeau claimed 
that "nobody holds the light of 
democracy In his hands, every 
person in power has his own 
conception of It." 

Claiming that the provincial 
government is partially respon- 
sible for Montreal's declining 
financial condition, Drapeau 
stated that ' "the provincial 
government has' taken many 
sources of potential revenue, 
such as sales or corporate 
taxes, away from the munici- 
palities'. Drapeau also denoun- 
ced the provincial government's 
scheme of voluntary taxes, 
such as Loto-Québec, which he 
claimed should belong to the 
municipal sector. 

Drapeau himself started the 
practice of municipal lotteries 
10 years ago, but lost the right 
to hold them when the Johnson 
regime declared them illegal. 

Drapeau failed to answer 
many of the audience's ques- 
tions on the Malouf Inquiry and 
the Nlding affair. He also 
refused to • elaborate on the 
Civic Party's political program. 

Not surprisingly, questions 
about the Nlding affair domin- 
ated 



Gerald Nlding, the Montreal 
city councillor who. has been 
described as Drapeau's right- 
hand man, recently announced 
his intention to leave city 
politics after a routine'Quebec 
Police Force Investigation 
uncovered that Régis Trudeau, 
a major Olympic contractor, 
had built Niding's home in 
Bromont. 

To sporadic jeers and cat- 
calls, Drapeau claimed that the 
Civic Party was not aware of 
Niding's alleged financial indis- 
cretions. When asked why the 
Civic party has no code of 
ethics for its members, he 
replied that "honesty Is a 
matter of personal conscious- 
ness" and that "even a law or 
code won't resolve all prob- 

efl Drapeau then proceeded to 
recito his accomplishments to 
the crowd of 500 CEGEP 
students. He claimed he had 
accomplished many improve- 
ments in the City's green 
spaces and sports facilities and 
that he had also encouraged 
the conservation of historic 
sites, most notably the 'patri- 
, moine' in Old Montreal. 

Drapeau's policy towards the 
need for green spaces in 
Montreal has drawn consider- 1 
able criticism from the Munici- 
pal Action Group and the 
Montreal Citizens Movement, 
who claim that Montreal has 
one of the smallest per capita 
amounts of green spaces in 
North America.

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Underground 
lives on 



Student activism may be a 
thing of the past,. -but the 
McGill Underground lives on. 

This labyrinthine network 
weaves all of McGill into one 
complex system, reaching into 
every building and department. 
Seldom referred to directly, the 
people who run the under- 
ground prefer veiled allusion: 
"We like to call them 'pedest- 
rian walkways', said Chuck 
Adler, Assistant to.the Director 
of Physical Resources; "much 
of the system Is actually above 
ground level." As an example, 
Adler pointed to the "McConnel 
Connection' which allows 
students to walk indoors from 
that building through Burnslde 
Hall and .the Otto Maass 
Building to the Pulp and Paper 
Institute on the southeast side 
of the main campus (see map). 

Although part of the Walk- 
way system is above ground, 
most of it never sees daylight: 
other major routes currently 
in operation tunnel underneath 
large campus segments. The 
heavily travelled Arts connec- 
tion runs from the Arts Build- 
ing basement to the Redpath 
and McLennan Libraries. Less 
well known but . potentially 
very useful, the Mclntyre Maze 
joins the Stewart Building on 
McGregor with the Medical 
Sciences complex on Pine 



Avenue. Unless you're a mem- 
ber of the Polar Bear Club, 
both of these are worth re- 
membering for - those cool, 
breezy days In January'. 

Plans to extend the present 
system are in the works, many 
of them waiting only for final 
' approval. Small circles on the 
accompanying map indicate 
the extensions proposed in 
the 1974 Physical Develop- 
ment Progress Report for the 
University. Two of these— the 
McConnell Connection tie-In 
to the Alliance Mutuel Metro 
Station, and the McLennan- 
Bronfman Building link— have 
been postponed indefinitely 
due to technical problems or 
delays in project approval by 
the City of Montreal. 

But pedestrian walkways 
only a small part of the McGill 
underground. Steam tunnels 
alone (many large enough to 
walk through) account for 
more than 59,000 feet of tun- 
nels and piping, according to 
McGill draughtsman Gopal 
Menon. One particular tunnel 
system,, popular with high- 
spirited students in the thirties, 
runs from Gardiner and Bishop 
Halls to the Autopsy Room in 
the Pathology basement, and 
thence to the Strathcona and 
Administration Buildings.

"If the stolen artwork Is

Of the eight banners which 
. the committee hung In the Noel 
i Fieldhouse Auditorium (Lea- 
cock 132) only five remain. Five 
of the banners were stolen last 
spring. After the posting of 
! many notices around Leacock, 
two of the banners were anony- 
mously returned to the porter. 
Much more serious, accord- 



ing to Anderson, is the theft of 
two large tapestries from the' 
Music Building; The tapestries 
were removed from a rehearsal 
room so that the room could be 
painted. They remained rolled 
up like carpets in the staff room 
until they were removed by 
"what looked like workmen". 
No one, including the members 
of the Visual Arts Committee 
knew about the removal of the 
tapestries for the paint job. The 
tapestries, one by Dorothy 
Knowles and one .by 'Jack 
Shadbolt, were each purchased 
for $1500. . 

Anderson has no suspects. 
After the theft of the banners 
from Leacock, a defective lock 



was discovered on one of the 
doors of the auditorium. Some 
one may have, .entered the 
auditorium through that door 
and piled up chairs In order to 
emove the banners. 

Anderson stressed that he Is 
"not interested in prosecuting 
anyone."

acceptance of principles and 
products of language plan- 
ning." The implementation of 
language planning must cope 
with various problems: what is 
the best structure of organiza- 
tion; what are the best 
strategies; who will implement 
the program (individuals or 
committees); and on what 
populations can it be done. 

Rubin stressed the impor- 
tance of the individuals and 
committees carrying out the 
language programs, because 
they are the ones who make the 
decisions. 

In Canada, four committees 
implement the.- official lan- 
guages policy: the Office of the 
Commissioner of Official Lan- 
guages, the Secretary of the 
Treasury Board, the Public 
Service Commission and the 
Secretary of State. 

Any language planning pol- 
icy depends on socio-political 
conditions, said the speaker. 
Studies reveal that young 
people-, women and highly 



of the whole population", she 
said. Such policy 

must be conceived respecting 
"the interests of all groups in 
society." Any minority should 
be respected. 

Though education Is the best 
field, language planning has 
also had some success in 
administration and work (es- 
pecially in Canada, and maybe 
soon In Quebec...). The legal 
domain, "mainly because of the 
structure of the Common Law," 
Is still the more difficult to 
change. 

Rubin did not analyze any of 
Quebec's language planning 
problems. 

Rubin said "It Is hard, to 
evaluate success or failure of 
language planning in a specific 
country. In fact, we do not yet 
know/ on which criteria we 
evaluate success. There are 
also many social variables to 
deal with."-

McGill student leaders should be expecting a backlash after 
making such hasty and ill-informed decisions as they did last 
week.

'Friends' club 



A new club on campus this year, the McGIII Friends of Albania, 
held Its inaugural meeting on October 3rd. A talk was given on 
the recent cessations of relations between the People's Republic 
of China and the People's Republic of Albania. 

The speaker, a member of the club, pointed out that this 
unilateral and arbitrary decision of the Chinese government was 
not due to some "technical" reasons as the Chinese side states, 
but was due to political and ideological motives. Such actions as 
those of the present Chinese leaders are not unlike those of the 
Soviet Union under Khrushchev and his successors who also 
resorted to pressure; blackmail and blockades to try to compel 
Albania, to change its views and alter its course of social 
development and progress. 

The speaker pointed out that through its series of talks on thé 
history, geography and culture of Albania and its people, many 
myths about this country (for Instance that it is merely "a land of 
sheep and goats") would be dispelled. Through photo exhibitions, 
slides and films as well as talks, students will be acquainted with 
the reality of life in the People's Socialist Republic of Albania, and 
the greatest advances which have been made in the 34 years since 
its liberation in November 1944. 

The speaker said "far from being 'Isolated' and 'impossible to 
get Into' ... the doors of Albania are open to Its friends, the 
millions of honest and progressive people from many lands ... on 
the other hand, the doors of socialist Albania are firmly shut to all 
the assassins, traitors and spies ..." 

All those interested in attending the series of lectures and 
cultural evenings organized by the club are Invited to participate

The Bishop's Gaiters, residents 
of the Lennoxville Country 
Club, were in town Saturday 
looking for their usual upset 
win over McGill. This time 
however, it was.not to be. 

In their first playoff game 
since '1973, the -Redmen 
defused the Gaiters 45-20, and 
.put an end to the Bishop's 
domination of this bitter rivalry. 

Throughout the game and 
the two weeks of practice 
preceding it. the Redmen 
demonstrated a refreshing 
spirit that turned a good team 
into a great team. Newcomers 
caught on to the 'hate Bishop's 
theme' of the veterans and 
repeatedly resounded the 
slogan coined by defensive end 
John Willis, "What it is!!" and 
"Whatisshakln'!!" 

The opening minutes of the 
game proved to be an invalid 
Indication of how the teams 
would perform on this sunny 
afternoon. Running backs 
Steve Geoghegan of McGIII and 
Bruce Wilkens exchanged 
fumbles as supporters on both 
sides hissed and booed. 

Redmen "QB Vic Pywowarc- 
zuk then abandoned the ground 



game and instantly changed 
the direction of the game. He 
hit Rick Blewald for three 
passes for 17, 35 and 18 yards. 
The last one was good for a TD 
and the first score of the game. 

Bishop's came back with a 
55-yard drive led by a 35-pass 
play to Nick Arakgi, but the 
McGill defence stopped 
Bishop's at the 30-yard line, and 
Phil Battaglia blocked Arakgi's 
field goal attempt. 

The Redmen coughed up the 
ball again as Tom Barbeau 
fumbled, but- they were saved 
again, this time by yet another 
timely interception by defen- 
sive back Dave Croasdale. 
Bishop's tried to cross up "the 
Croas" by faking short and 
going long, but the McGill all- 
star was unfooled and picked It 
off. 

The Redmen hit the 
scoreboard next on a one-yard 
drive in the second quarter. 
Bishop's Bruce Gair fumbled a 
Phil Roberts punt and offensive 
lineman Russ Campbell 
recovered the ball on the one- 
yard line. Tom Barbeau took It 
over and the Redmen led 14-0. 

The Gaiters attempted to 
pass against the Redmen 
defence, but had no success.

McGill regained possession 
and'scored their third TD of the 
game on two dazzling plays. 
Dave Croasdale, In at receiver, 
caught a flair pass and blazed 
down the sideline for 41 yards. 
Then wide receiver John 
McGuiness made a beautiful 
over-the-head catch à la Willie 
Mays in the 1954 World Series 
for a 21-yard touchdown, his 
first of two on the day. 

Bishop's finally broke the Ice 
when Bob Goldberger 
smothered a Phil Roberts punt 
and they recovered on the 
McGill 20. Fullback Bruce 
Wilkens bulled towards the 
goal line and coughed up the 
ball, but lineman Blair Shier 
recovered in the endzone for a 
TD. 

Nick Arakgi' added a 37-yard 
field goal in the last minute of 
the half and the teams went 
Into the dressing room with 
McGIII on top, 21-10. 

If there was any cause for 
concern on McGIII's part, it was 
alleviated when McGuiness 
caught a TD pass in the third 
quarter to give the Redmen an 
18-polnt bulge. 

QB Pywowarczuk frosted the 
cake by throwing two TD 
passes, one to slotback Marc 
Lacelle for 84 yards and the 
other to Blewald for 12. 

Pywowarczuk had a spec- 
tacular game, completing 17 of 
25 for 381 yards. His receivers 
seemed to have their fingers 
properly glued. Blewald made a 
couple of seemingly Impossible 
receptions, and Lacelle made 
two pretty one hand grabs. 

The Redmen wanted to beat 
Bishop's and they did It 
decisively. They gained a total 
of 580 yards while Bishop's had 
305. * 

The players and coaches 
were doubly pleased about the 
win because it was a playoff 
game and It was against . 
Bishop's. Their sentiments 
after the game all resembled 
the title of Chuck Mangione's 
song "Feels So Good." 

"This is one of the sweetest 
victories of all time," exclaimed 
Jim McMullan with a 
Muhammad All tone. 

Added Coach Charlie Baillie: 
"This was the best victory I've 
ever been involved in. We 
worked hard and we showed 
that we could perform under 
pressure." 

Defensive end Rick Shaver 
summed it all up by saying, 
"We redeemed ourselves." 
Then John Willis quickly In- 
terrupted by leading a group of 
players In a chorus of "What it 
is!!" and "What Isshakln'N" 

The Redmen will play 
Queen's In the conference final 
In Kingston on Saturday. From 
a team that hasn't been in the 
playoffs for five years, that's 
really shakin'!! I

Bishop's hit by 
Red air-raid

Wartime Ldndon may never 
have seen the thundering likes 
of the air-raid that the McGIII 
Redmen unleashed on the 
feckless Bishop's defence Sat- 
urday afternoon. The awesome 
destructive capabilities of all- 
conference selections flanker 
Rick Blewald and QB Vic 
Pywowarczuk were unleashed 
to the max with John McGuin-- 
ness providing additional sup- 
port. 

As another in a long line of 
"Polish Rifles'', QB Pywowar- 
czuk was a veritable cannon on

this day. Commenting on . 
performance, Vic said that 
"after hobbling around for two 
weeks, my arm was really 
fresh. So all we had to work on 
was our timing and I think it 
showed." 

At first, the Redmen "wanted 
to see what Bishop's would do 
early because last time we 
played them, they went man- 
on-man with a bit of blitzing 
and stunting. So we threw 
motion and twin formations at 
them," remarked Vic. Three 
30-yard airmail packages to 
Rick Blewald In the first half let 
the Gaiters in on the secret. 

With Bishop's opting for 
man-on-man coverage in the 
first half, the Redmen planned 
to attack the left side of the 



Bishop's defence, the domain 
of Blewald. "You can't say 
enough about Rick Blewald," 
Vic observed. "He took away 
two possible interceptions of 
my passes and really showed 
why he's all-conference." 

Marc Lacelie's 83-yard pass 
and run touchdown from Vic 
was a play that had been 
attempted against Carleton 
only to have Lacelle drop the 
ball. Vic proudly noted that "we 
finally got Lacelle deep. I think 
that should strike fear in the 
hearts of our future opponents." 

After the Bishop's secondary 
reverted to an umbrella zone in 
the second half, "Vic showed 
his tremendous ability to ad- 
Just," according to offensive 
backfield coach Dave Lennon. 
"Vic was very sharp and as 
usual he called a very good 
game and played extremely 
well under the pressure of the 
situation." I'm just wondering if 
Lennon's definition of "playing 
well" Is 17 for 25 passing-wise 
for 381 yards, five TDs and zero 
Interceptions. 

Rick Biewald, flashing seven 
catches for a scintillating 167 
yards and three TDs was no 
less than self-effacing as he 
described his QB's perfor- 
mance. "Really it was all Vic," 
said Biewald. "He was just

super. You know, the passes 
didn't even waver* They were all 
perfect spirals." 

As the post-game analysis 
evolved into a celebration of the 
peerless Vic, John McGuiness 
chimed In With "Vic had a damn 
good day." Speaking from ex- 
perience, McGulnness could 
thank Vic as well as himself for 
his two fine receptions (both 
for TDs) one ' of them a 
contorted over-the-shoulder 
act. 

Coach Lennon commented 
that "John surprised me. He 
hasn't played much this season 
after being a starter for the past 
two years. But he really came 
through for us with those two 
touchdowns on great catches." 

• McGulnness provided the 
candid observation that "the 
pass worked really well. I 
thought that Bishop's had the 
weakest defensive backfield In 
the conference and our game 
plan was to throw." 

The victory was extra special 
to McGulnness since, as he 
remarked, "It's my third year 
here and we've never beaten 
Bishop's. After that first game 
this year, I thought they were 
tough but | knew we could beat 
them." Given his and the 
Redmen's undisguised distaste 
for Gaiter football, It was 
certainly a satisfying afternoon 
for Mr. McGulnness. 

Head Coach Charlie Balllie's 
praise for the McGIII aerial 
fireworks was directed toward 
Coach Lennon. "You can give 
Dave Lennon all the credit from 
a coach's point of view," 
declared Balllle. "Vic and the 
receivers carried out the game 



plan but Dave had been prepar- 
ing it all week and all year." 

The plan Balllle alluded to 
was basically to "attack what 

we felt were the weaknesses in 
the Bishop's defence. We really 
felt we would be more success- 
ful in- the air." 

As an aside, in practice, the 
focal point of the plan was a 
cornerback named George "the" 
Baptist. As a flve-TD target of 
McGill's aerial obloquy, this 
footballer observed the Judeo- 
Chrlstian virtues of faith, hope, 
and charity to a fault. In the 
locker room, his name could be 
found on the lips of many a 
Redmen receiver as thè man 
who most deserved ascension 
into McGIII football martyrdom 
for the '78 campaign. "TIs a far, 
far better thing we do...",

Though Coach Herb Madill 
has gathered the best show of 
talent In a number of years, 
McGill did not Impress the 
some 50 fans that suffered 
through the cold of the Ottawa 
rink. Observers thought that 
they were simply a bunch. of 
disorganized head-hunters as 
the Redmen applied close to 50 
bodychecks In the first period 
alone. 

Other aspects of the Redmen 
performance were deficient. 
The outcome, however, should 
not be taken too seriously. Ex- 
hibition games are always a 
tlmefor experimentation. Madill 
did just that by bringing four 
forward lines, seven defence- 
men, and three goaltenders. 

McGill looked shaky and 
nervous -in the first period, 
allowing five goals while scor- 
ing one, but settled down to 
outscore Ottawa 3—2 over the 
next two periods. 

The most memorable part of 
the game was the fighting of 
Steve Augustine. The rookie 
paired off with an Ottawa player 
twice, and won both bouts 
unanimously. At won point, 
Steve was landing several 
blows as he was held by two 
officials. 

Last night I went to the 
fights and a hockey 
game broke out. 



There were other less spec- 
tacular fights during the course 
of the game, and McGill held a 
decisive advantage. Don't ex- 
pect the Redmen to get pushed 
around this year. 

Veteran defenceman Dave 
Mendelsohn scored the first 
McGill goal with a blistering 
shot from the point to make the 
score 3—1. Two-year veteran 
Kelly Burke, on a nice pass 
from Alan MacNamara, was to 
score an almost identical goal 
in the beginning of the third to 
make it 6—4. Meanwhile, Steve 
Augustine had scored in the 
second in a scramble in front of 
the Ottawa net, as did rookie 
Pat Shannon just eight seconds 
into the third period.

Denis Meloche, a tall rookie 
from the Metropolitan League 
in Montreal, had a good second 
half, after Ottawa had scored 
thrice on them in the first 
period. Steady Eddie Vlasic, 
coupled with newcomer Mike 
Nelson, played his usual stain- 
less game. This line might 
prove tb be the most depend- 
able during the season with 
Nelson throwing his weight 
around, as Vlasic takes care of 
the puck. All-Star Mendelsohn 
played with both Kelly Burke 
and rookie Ricky Lee who has 
showed the fans he has the 
heart to play In the Varsity 
League. 

On the forward scene, Can- 
adiens' draftee John Swan was 
joined with Barry Ross, injured 
most of last year, and Pat 
Shannon. Rookie Henri Horky, 
a, top scorer in his years in the 
Metro and CEGEP leagues, 
played with veteran Lome Mc- 
intosh, who adds stability, and 



Jim Sardano. Bill Hozack, 
well-pralsed by the organiza- 
tion, played with Alan MacNa- 
.mara and Stu Gold while new- 
comer Dave Morltsugu centred 
the fourth line with Augustine 
and veteran speedster Neils 
Anthonisen. 

Like the Vancouver Canucks, 
the Redmen have new sweat- 
ers.
